WASHINGTON, March 12, 186. 
The extraordiaary condition of politi- 
eal effairs at this moment calls for calm 
but decisive action on the part of every 
man in whatever sphere he moves, to ex- 
erciee his whole influence to arrest usur- 
pation of authority wherever found. It 
is needless to repeat the trite fact that 
the Federal Constitution is a thing of the 
past. The general Government has long 
since usurped full power over the coun- 
try in itslength and breadth. The sole 
struggle now is between its legislative 
and executive sections, or in plainer 
words, between the sword of a one man 
power and an unecrupulous Senatorial 
oligarchy. The developments of the past 
few days have been of momentous sig- 


nificance. The demented people of the 


country, with s hallucination typified in 
the fable of the Frogs, panted for a mas- 
ter. It is manifest if they do not bestir 
themselves, and that instantly, they will 
bave lost the chance of even a choice! 
Undoubtedly Grant consulted no one 
except his staffand military friends in 
the asiection of bis Cabinet. Ali the 
stories about hig having offered this or 
that man this or that Uabine! portfolio 
are the veriest fustion. His evidept de- 
sign in the beginning was to combine 
the purse and sword of the nation, and 
to wield both in the accumulation cf po- 
litieai power. Who constitute his civil 
advisers ? ‘he whole concern is a pal- 
pable traud. You have already veutila- 
ted the programme of the W/ar office.

health and general debility of Borie, the 
new nominal Secretary of the Navy, 
requires gupervisory aid, and we are told 
that Admiral Porter has been ordered to 
take charge of the areciives of the Da- 
partment; in other words, he js to be 
the real dispoger of the naval forces and 
dispenser of nayal favors. Washburue, 
it was known from the first, was sesign- 
ed to the State Department merely as a 
feeler. The appointment was so su 

premely ridiculous that it was taken to 
mean that a thorough reorganiza‘ion af 
the entire Cabinet was to be expected at 
any early dey. The Stewart blunder 
(well known to the Senate to be such at 
the time cf his confirmation, or he wou!d 
not have been confirmed at all) gave 
that body an opportunity partially to 
biow the secret arrangemeut the

Gossip About his Future. 


He will Retire for Two Years. 


Correspondence of the Cincinnati Times } 
NASHVILLE, TENN., March 10, 18.9. 
There is a good deal of interest mani- 
fested to know how Andrew Jobnson, 
late President of the United States, will 
busy himself now that, after the lapse of 
thirty-one years, he has been retired to 
rivate life. It becomes a matter of. vo 
fittle importance to know whether he 
proposes to take any part in Tennessee 
politics, and to calculate what he cou'd 
do were he to set aboutit. Some eur- 
mising correspondent, I see, concludes 
that Johnson will plunge at once iato the 
arenas and make a fight for the Governer- 
ship this fall, 1 have reason to think 
otherwise. Last week a prominent col- 
ored man in this State went to Washipg- 
ton to solicit of Andy a pardon for an 
individual convicted of having forged a 
large ameunt of Government vouchers 
just at the close of the war. 
Johnson signed the perdon in the af- 


ternoon of the 31, as one of the last of 


his official acts, and then waxing copfi- 
dent toward his colored friend, who had 
served him in more than one capacity 
before he sat in the Presidential chair, 
told bim that he had concluded to retire 
to private life for two years. Thirty-one 


——*} years in office he thought to merit a short

Green- 
ville is an insignificant little village on 
the Last Tennessee railroad, above Knox- 
ville, and is chiefly noted for a model 
colored school Wiich has been flourish- 
ing there for about a year. There is no 
white public school in the place.

If we were in the Senate we would con- 
firm no man forany office from any 
Southern State, Kentucky included (not 
even Holt), till life was as safe there as 
in Vermont. Shoot and hang first;

We say amen, most heartily, to all the 
inaugural contains about public credit 
aud payment in gold. But there isa 
debt fast as sacred as the bonds, the debt 
we owe tothe S-vuthern loyalists, black 
and white, This debtis their immedi- 
ate and perfect protection. If either 
debt is entitled to pregedence this comes 
first in obligation and importanes.

DUFIES ON SUGAR. 


Report of the New “? eams 
Chamber of Commerée. 


From the New Orleans Times. | 

The Chamber of Commerce of this 
city has, after considering the argu- 
ments, pro and con, come to the conclu- 
sion that it is not desirable at tnis time 
to petition Congress for an increase of 
the duty on sugar, with a view to protec- 
tion against foreign competition. Its 
views are well and fully expressed in the 
following resulutions, adopted on the lst 
inst., a copy of which has been courte- 
a placed at our disposal by Arthur 
C. Waugh, Evq., Secretary of the Board. 

The following is the report of the 
committee to whom the matter was re- 


NEW ORLEANS, Marehl, 1869. 
“To the President and Members of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce: 

‘* Gentlemen — Your committee, to 
whom were referred the memorial and 
petition of the Philadelphia sugar refi- 
ners to Congress for an increase of du- 
ties on certain grades of sugar, beg leave 
to report; 

‘‘], Tbat the present condition of the 
sugar refining interest does not seem to 
require any Congressional aid. 

‘2. That the sugar planting interest of 
the Scuth appears to be prosperous 
enough under the present tariff torenoder 
any additional duty unnecessary. 

3, That the general of the 
people would hardly be favorable to 
higber duties on sugar. 

“And so your Gommittee could not 
recommend petitioning Congress at 
present for higher duties on any grades 
of sugar.

We are giad that the Chamber of Com- 
merce has felt itself authoriz d to take 
this stand in respect Lo an increased duty 
on sugar. It speaks weil for the pros- 
perity of the suger planters of Louisiana. 
These resolutions are doubtless an em- 
bodiment of the public sentiment, and 
havivg been adopted by so respectable 
an association, will be likely to silence 
henceforth all objections to the present 
rate of tariff. Our planters will not 
troutle Congress ai present with any ap 
plication of this kind, but will independ- 
ent)y pursije their vocation. 

Protection of any interest should, as 
we have a! ways insisted, be on!ly an in- 
cident of reyenue, and the tariff should 
be so sdjusted (hat all the great interests 
of the country should be equally pro- 
tected. Great evils have heretofore 
arisen from what bas been esteemed an 
unequal distribution of Federal favors 
in this respect. Atone time it was seri- 
ously apprebended that the agricultural 
interests of the South would be com- 

letely ruined by odious discriminations 

n favorof Northern manufacturers, Tae 
South has a good memory, and is sensi- 
tive on this subject, and itis no more 
sensitive than it is just. It wishes to 
make no demand for an increase of ben- 
efits to which it is not fairly entitled. It 
has never sought for d rect protection. 
Nor would it now ask batienal aid for the 
rebuiling of our levees, were it witbin 
the power of the State, and of the ad- 
joining States, in their present crippled 
conditioa, to accomplish the hercuiean 
and cosily labor without assistance. If 
the Mississippi river is, as Mr. Ca houn 
once said, to be regarded as an inland

GOING THROUGH, 


Louisville and Nashville 
| Raulroad. 


From the Louisvil!e Courier-Journal. | 
At 1:55 o’clock Sunday morning, 


railroad time, as the train from Nash- 
ville, Frank Sterling engineer was near- 


ing Ktizabethtown, something very re- 
markable happened. The train was 
probably within two miles of Elizabeth- 


town and was going at therate of thirty- 


five miles am hour, when all of a sudden 
the headlightof the locomotive vanished, 
leaving nothing but the showers of 
sparks from the smokestack to light the 
way. The engineer, at a loss to a:count 
for the disappearance of the light, which 
had apparently been snuffed’’ out by 
some invisible hand, reversed the engine, 
whistled ‘‘down brakes,’’ and the train 
stopped. Immediately he began an in- 
vestigation. and found that a hole, six 
inches in diameter, hed been made in the 
front glass, round, and apparently made 
by a large pistol ball, The chimney of 
the lamp was broken, and thrusting his 
hand into the compartment, to his as- 
tonishment his fiagers touched some- 
thing that seemed to be a bird crouching 
in one corner. He drewit forth, and up- 
on examination found it to be a jack- 
snipe, The bird was alive and did not 
appear to be the least hurt by its collision 
with the locomotive. .

GILPIN, bow residing in Winterset, 
lowa, learn that the boxes, kegs and 
trunks containing it, weighed in gross-

‘‘T repeat, I could not hesitate.’’

The splendid passenger steamer Ruth, 
Capt. Pegram, bound from St. Louis to 
New Orleans, caught fire about half past 
four o’clcck yesterday morning near 
Duckport, about feurteen miles above 
Vicksburg. The fire started among some 
hay in the hold. The engineer on the 
watch made the discovery and spoke 
the pilot through the speaking trumpet. 
The latter rounded ths boat to on the 
Mississippi shore, and ran her into a 
ciump of willows, where +h3 struck bot- 
tom in. ten feet of water, but with a 
strong wind blowing and a heavy head 
of steam, she was forced to the bank and 
made fast by a chain. The passengers 
(cabin and deck), some two hundred and 
forty in number, among them sixty 
ladies, were all awakened from their 


Nearly all the baggago was lost, includ- 
ing some $10,000 worth of jewelry. The 
books, papers and money in the safe 
were all saved.

Reguiar Meeting of the Board 
or Aldermen. 


Message of BMayor Leftwich 


Report of the Water Works 
Commissian. 


General Business, 


The Board met yesterday afternoon at 
the kx hange Buildings for the regular 
semi-moenthly meeting. At half-past 
three o’clock, a quorum being present, 
the Board proceeded to business. The 
readirg of the minutes was dispensed 
with for the present, and the Secretary 
read the followipg message from the 
Mayor : 


MAYOR’S MESSAGE. 
MAYOR’S OFFICE, CITY it 
MEMPHIS, TENN., March 16, 1869. 
To the Honorable Board of Aldermen: 


regret on: my return to find our finan- 
cial wants still unrelieved and loudly 
claiming attention. 

While in New York, Baltimore and 
Washington City, it was my pleasure to 
meet and converse with many of the 
holders of our secarities, and ‘to find 
them actively solicitous for our prosper- 
ity, and willing to lend liberel assistance 
towards the improvement of our credit, 
both‘at home and abroed, which all con- 
cede is too low if Memphis is to assume 
the rank among cities to which her rnat- 
ural advantages entitie her. | 

It may be said that self-interest inspires 
this wish for our prosperity, which, if 
true, is legitimate and commendable, 
and might be profitably imitated by 
those in our midst who would ruin a 
credit which it should be their pride to 
sustain. 

At no period of our history hag enter- 
prisa and eapital looked so inquiringly 
towards Men phis as at the present, and 
the law standard of our credit is the only 
contrediction to the generally received 
opinion Usetd brilliant future is before us. 

The imporjance of improving, or at 
least eustaining, the city’s credit, was; 
clearly recognized in your determination 
to order an additional issue of city bonds, 
which, it will be remembered, was re- 
luctantly agreed to as the only measure 
leit to protect the honor, as wel! as the 
credit; of the city. ‘To meet the seem- 
ing objection to an increase of the city’s 
boaded indebteduess, and bridge over 
the few months that must intervene be- 
fore we reach a cash basis, arrangements 
were perfected by which loans were 
placed, some at as low rates as seven per 
cent. per annum, with a margin of bonds 
to iasure payment at maturity; but ino 
compliance vith the caprice of a few 
self-constituted guardians of the city’s 
interests, the more expensive mode of 
fanding according to the letter rather 
than tho spirit of the law, must be ob- 
served. 

As the silly ostrich hides his dimin- 
utive head beneath a leaf and deludes 
himself with the belief that his huge 
body is concealed, so bave those de- 
ceived themselves, who under the false 
pretence of preventing fiscal corrup- 
tion have sought to thwart your plans 
for protecting cur credit, tags hoping to 
break it down, to enable them to pay 
their past due taxes, or to cever short 
sales of scrip, with a depreciated evi- 
deace of city iudebtedaces. 

The succes3 of their schemes would 
compel the issuance of scrip to meet the 
pressing wants of city employees, la- 
borers and other creditors, wao in their 
turn, with little demand for their scrip, 
would be forced to seil it at tbe pur- 
chasers’ own price for the benefit of these 
delinquent taxpayers. 3 

Tie forbearance of these needy cre_it- 
ors under all the circumstances, bas been 
truly commendable, and will, I hope, 
strengthen your dcstermination to re- 
dress their wrongs by paying them at an 
catly Gay in money Which is their due, 
inatead of scrip which would put them at 
the mercy of the speculators, 

A reszoiniion was passel at your last 
meeting forbidding the usa of bond3 ex- 
esptat par, which byt for the fast that 
& mere resolution is asa desd letter 
sgainst law, or ordjaance, would posi- 
tively prevent the completion of your 
piaas to pay the debts now due. To avoid 
sven the appearauce of vacillation ia 
your purpose to protect ths city credit, 
I rospectinliy recommend the repeal of 
sai i resolution. 

A. one cf your recent meetings a pe- 
tition to open the alley between Wash- 
ingion and Poplar and east of High 
street, was granted, but no provision 
made for the legal condemnation of the 
ground to be appropriated. avoid 
future complication I would recommend 
that the legal condemnation be provided 
for before ection is taken in the premises. 

J herewith present for final action the 
report of the Commissioners selected to 
the damages to the 'Palbert prop- 
erty,’’ by the extension through said 
property of Hernandosirest into/Onion. 

Taleo present communication from 
R. DL. Baugh, H:q., one cf the water

FINANCE COMMITTEE. 


Alderman Cartwrigh! stated that he 
had received a message from the Chair- 
manpof the Finance Committee, who 
sent a report but was unable to attend 
himself. The report is in substauce as 
foliows : 

The committee report that an abun- 
dance of money had been offered them 
on bonds as collaterals, at from seven to 
ten per cent. per annum interest. They 
had hoped to‘have paid off the firemen 
and others before this time. The money 
was ready, and the City Treasurer held a 
eheck, and, indeed, was on his wey to 
draw the money, when be heard that 
that the city bad been enjoined from the 
use of bonds, and that he had thought it 
best to wait and find out the truth of the 
rumor. 
~The repert goes op to say that the 
Com mitiee see no way out cf our finan- 
cial troubles except by the issuance of 
bonds, and with the issuance of them 
there is no good reason why they should 
not soon ba at par. When the Commit- 
tee entered upon their duties they found 
an empty treasury, clamorous and needy 
creditors, and no way of satisfying them. 
We foucd & great opposition to the in- 
cresee of the bonded iodebtedaoess, and 
We Were ourselves opposed to It, but we 
were compelled to adopt that as cur only 
recourses and ask for a further issuance of 


j bonds, We are, as yet not fully determ- 


After an absence of several weeks, I | 


ined upon our poi cy, but our plan is not 
to sigu the bon’s except as they are 
ueeded, and only use them for bypothe- 
cation. 

The Committee further slate that they 
see no good reason why the balf tiililion 
yf bonds rosy not be returned at the enu 
of their term of office, in two yeara, un- 
tuucbed. The uze of bonds as coliaterals 
has been pronounmed illegal, but the 
Committee doubts the fact. ‘Ih3 Com- 
mitteeec ed, however, in good faith, even 
was such asction ilegal; for they 
acted to avoid a permanent increase of 
the bonded indebtedness. By such use 
of bonds, the floating debt could be re- 
‘ired and paid off, and the bonds returned 
t» the city. 

The Committee are happy to announce 
that, through a friend of the city, the 
claim of Simpson had been provided for, 
and the city’s stock saved, As soon as 
this bond difficulty is arranged, they 
hope to be able to pay the firemen and 
others. Itis not the committee’s fault 
that it haa not already been done. If 
these parties would only work to aid us 
as they are now working to throw ob.

We take the following practical article 
from the correspondence of the St. Louis 
Journal of Commerce: | 

It is about time that facts should be 
presented to the public in relation to the 
reckless course pursued by owners, and 
those who have charge of boats em- 
ployed on the Mississippi and its sffia- 
ents, to the end thatif underwriters can- 
not be inducad to lend their aid to secure 
reformatory measures in the manage- 
ment of cur navigation system, the pub- 
lic at least should ba made aware of the 
davgers to which life and property are 
exposed, and a revolution created through 
that powerful means. I[tis not recessary 
to go back into the fergotten past and 
drag up old cases of disastrous accidents 
and the causes which produced them, to 
estabiish the point we kave in view, by 
any means; the facts we skall herewith 
present are recent, and they are formid- 
able enough to arrest the -atten- 
tion of the entire country. Tae 
first I shall allude to is that terrible cat- 
astrophe, announced not long since, at 
whica the whole country stood aghast, 
the -loss of a steamer near Memphis, 
with a large number of passengers on 
board. The snag on which the boat was 
wrecked, was & well-known obstruction, 
of years standing, in the Mississippi 
river, familiar 4o every accredited piiot 
on that river, being @ projected portion 
of an old gunboat suuk during the late 
rebeliion. The owners, to save money, 
employed a helsman unacquainted with 
the danger, and the result was the loss 
of the boat end cargo, and at least sixty 
bunoan lives. 

Last Friday a megnificent steamer left 
this port for New Orleaus, with ber hold 
filed with valuabie merchandise and her 
cabins thronged with passengers. The 
man atthe wheel had just met with a 
serious mishep (if it can justly be so 
called) on the Missiseippi river, fresh 
from that exhibition of bis prowess, he 
was immediately placed in control of one 
of the finest boats engaged in the lower 
river trade, Kigh’e2n miles below, with 
a fair stage of water, the vessel was run 
aground, preducing more or less of harm 
to the steamer, an unwarrantable and 
vexatious delay, and the expense of two 
other boats to pull her loose from her 
position. It was fortunate that nothing 
worse happened. All at once her rich 
owners or managers were mede preacti- 
cally aware of the necessity of employing 
able pilots, and they forthwith made ap- 
lication to the Association in this city for 
employees of that character. A week 
has hardly elapsed since that occurred, 
and if any mention has been made of it 
by the press of the city ina way it de- 
serves, it has escaped our attention en- 
tirely. Further, it may be dou>ted 
whether our insurance companies lave 
deemed it prudent to investigate the 
matter with any desire to probe the acci- 
dent to the bottom,
